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Queerly Canadian

In March of 1996, a conference was held at York University called “Queer Nation?” 
Dealing with Canadian studies as viewed through the prism of the gay and lesbian experi- 
ence, the thought-provoking material generated for that conference tackled the very 
question of our Canadian-ness, in addition to illuminating the paradox of what it means 
to be queer in a country where national identity is elusive and constantly changing. 


Some of those discussions form part of the Arsenal Pulp Press release, In A Queer 
Country. Fifteen essays from all over Canada challenge a range of topics: from an analysis 
of fashion genres at Toronto's Pride parade to the adventures of lesbian park rangers in 
Banff; from an interview with Lynne Fernie (creator of 
Forbidden Love) to a social history, both modern and 


ancient, of Vancouver’s famed Wreck Beach. “We live in the

Subtitled “Gay and Lesbian Studies In The Canadian 
Context”, the collection comes at a time when it’s 
suddenly hip to be Canadian.

are transmitted across the screens of the world, it’s not 

hard to feel a tad excluded from the rough-and-tumble 

national identity-in-progress. Canadians have always struggled to define who (and what) 
they are. To be queer in Canada is to attempt to define yourself within a context that 
has yet to be defined. 


In A Queer Country is edited by Terry Goldie, a product of the prairies who is now an 
author and professor of English at York University. The original conference was unique in 
its attempt to include a specifically Canadian point of reference. 


“It was an attempt to combine gay & lesbian studies and Canadian studies. | liked the 
idea of presenting Canadian studies in a different way,’ recalls Goldie. “We live in the 
shadow of American influence. Any kind of minority is in danger of being subsumed by 
the international minority.’ Goldie noticed from his travels to India that homosexuality 
is affected by the context of the larger community it is found within. 


“There were more homosexuals than | would have expected, considering India’s tradi- 
tional heteronormative view. But in a country where marriages have usually been 
arranged, and women ‘saved’ as virgins for marriage, men find sex where they can—with 
other men. People try to find 
other ways of being.” 


The Canadian angle is one 
every Canadian queer should be 
more aware of. For many of us, it 
feels like Queer history begins 
with the Stonewall riot. But how 
many realize that Canada had its 
own challenge to heterodomi- 
nance a mere few weeks earlier? 


Goldie was nineteen in 1969 
when Trudeau made his “The- 
state-has-no-place-in-the- 
bedrooms-of-the-nation” speech. 
“| was out on Parliament Hill in 
‘72, demonstrating in favour of 
abortion rights. It was a time of a major shift in history: | 
remember having a lot of faith that the world would change.” 


Indeed, CanQueer history has always felt like the plain sister of the American sexual 
revolution. Much as Canadians look to the U.S. for many of its cultural responses, the 
community here has often looked like a clone of the Queer history of New York and San 
Francisco. Even today, Toronto's Pride parade is planned to coordinate with

previous before Stonewall. Canadian politics put queer politics on the front pages 


of Canadian life, whereas reporting of the Stonewall riots was buried in the 
back pages of America’s media. Canada has often led the U.S. when it comes to the 
acceptance, and political sanctioning of, the gay movement. And yet, it is America that is 
seen worldwide as being a leader of that 
movement. 


“Too many Canadian gay writers have 
very little concern for things Canadian. We 
live in a certain space, and we have to under- 
stand the way it is. What this conference— 
and resulting anthology—provide for me is 
specificity. Look to your own home for 
context,” says Goldie.

But most fascinating is Gordon Brent Ingram’s “Redesigning Wreck”, a discourse on the 
importance of queer public spaces to the community, and a history of Wreck Beach as an 
urban wilderness and a social/sexual meeting place. Illustrated with aerial photos and 
including the ancient aboriginal names of Wreck Beach landmarks, the essay reveals that 
Canada does have elements that are unique to its queer history. 


“There are gay nude beaches all over the world, but Wreck Beach is a completely 
Canadian space,” concludes Goldie. And geography, space and Canadian context make it, 
and many other landmarks of our queer history, singular and unique. 


Our sense of Canadian-ness makes it possible. W

EDITORIAL

When | was five, my family moved into a building that had been built as a bank. In what had 
once been the public area of a bustling prairie financial institution, my parents operated a 
general store, while the former offices and the living quarters upstairs became our family home. 


The thing | remember about the building, though, was its vault; a veritable aboveground 
bunker stoutly built of brick, concrete and discarded railroad tracks at the rear of the building 
that proved endlessly fascinating to my sisters and me. Cops and robbers, 
tag, even hide-and-seek were all more exciting when they were played in 
the dark, cool confines of this somehow exotic space. 


One of its most interesting features, however, was the stunted little 
cottonwood poplar that had, somehow, as a seed, found its way into the 
interior construction of the walls, from where it had subsequently 
taken root and grown toward the sun, in seeming defiance of all 
logic and the rules of nature. 


Father Mary, it’s 
about that hat... 


Grown, but hardly thrived, stunted and twisted as much by the barren 
bricks and mortar it had to work its way through as by the vagaries of the prairie climate it 
found once it had sprouted from the bricks. My parents thought it was a testament to the 
power of nature as it grew out of the side of the vault, but even then | just thought it was sad 
that it couldn't grow the way a tree should. 

We didn’t live in the old bank building for long, but even after the folks had moved our family 
into more conventional lodgings and found a more appropriate place from which to run their 
business, that little tree continued to survive, growing a little bit—and a little bit more twisted— 
every year. 

When | was about sixteen, the folks from Heritage Park came and laboriously removed the 
building to a new setting (where it still stands), leaving a pile of bricks and debris where once 
the vault had stood. 


It might have been a few weeks after the bank building left town, or it might have even been

a year or so, before | remembered the tree and went looking for it. It was dead, of course, but 
in its gnarled branches and twisted roots, it still told a sad but powerful story of both the power 
and the cruelty of nature. 


I've been thinking a lot about that tree of late, as storm clouds of controversy gather over a 
growing scandal in the U.S—a horror story of ongoing child sexual abuse in the Catholic 
Church. And if you have trouble seeing the connection between two such disparate things, 
there are two news stories front and centre here in Ontario that perfectly illustrate my point. 


The first is a doozie, involving a seventeen-year-old male service station attendant who was 
fondled, then fellated, by a knife-wielding older woman—a fantasy worthy of the pages of 
Penthouse Forum, according to most straight men of my acquaintance (many of whom moved 
from reading the story to considering a career in the petroleum industry in the twinkling of an 


eye). 


Imagine their horror—and my delight—however, when police tracked 
down this sleek cougar and found out it was nothing more than a tomcat 
in disguise. Mr. Micaelo Balingit, a thirty-six-year-old teacher at a Toronto- 
area Catholic secondary school, has been charged with sexual assault with 
a weapon and threatening and will appear in court this month. 


The other story involves another seventeen-year-old male, this one a 
student at an Oshawa Catholic school. Marc Hall, it seems, has been 
denied permission to bring his sweetheart to his school prom because his 
sweetheart is another male. And, according to the Durham Region school 
board, allowing them to attend as a couple would be “condoning a lifestyle 
that is incongruent with the teachings we are expected to uphold”. 


For centuries, the Catholic Church has been trying to deal with homosexuality by repressing 
it—and to say it hasn’t worked ranks as wild understatement, in the face of countless news 
stories of young men abused by priests and millions more, of a more personal nature, that tell 
of laymen filled with fear and self-loathing as Catholic gays fight what is, in fact, their nature. 


Mr. Hall, either through wisdom or defiance, wants to plant the seeds of his sexuality in more 
fertile soil where they can grow unimpeded. By attempting to force him to hide them away, 
the Church continues to try to deny nature. Is it any wonder theirs is a forest full of twisted 
trees? W

Marc Hall is an unlikely activist. At seven- 
teen years old, he is shy, charming, and not 
eager to occupy the limelight that so many 
activists only crave. But whether desired 
or not, Hall is now living his life in the glare 
of the national media because he wants to 
bring his boyfriend to the high school 
formal. 


And while gays and lesbians arguably 
enjoy greater support in Canadian society, 
that support won't be found in the admin- 
istration of Monsignor John Pereyma 
Catholic Secondary School in Oshawa, 
Ontario. 


The principal at that school has 
forbidden Hall from bringing a date of the 
same sex to the prom. While arguing that 
neither he nor the school board are condemning Hall for being gay, they have told him 
that he can’t bring his boyfriend because doing so would be inconsistent with Church 
teachings on homosexuality.

But Hall is fighting that decision, and he and his friends have started a website 


(www.geocities.com/rights and freedoms) in hopes that the school will change its 
mind in time for Hall to bring his boyfriend to the prom. 


Now, as a product of Ontario’s Catholic education system, | can’t say that I’m surprised 
by the school’s decision. But | am awed by the courage that Hall is demonstrating. 


Oshawa is about an hour away from Toronto. It’s a distinctly blue-collar town that 
owes much of its traditional income to the auto industry. There is no gay village in 
Oshawa, and the GLBT community there is not necessarily one of the most outspoken 
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in Canada. 


But in the midst of this community, and in a very Catholic environment, Hall is taking 
a stand for his civil rights. In essence, he is telling everyone around him that he is not 
willing to be a second-class citizen. And, while many teens wait until college or univer- 
sity to take a stand for gay rights, Hall is taking that challenge upon himself now—without 
the benefit of a school-sponsored GLBT group or safe space. 


There’s something very inspiring about that, and on this matter | can only really speak 
from my experience. 


Like Hall, | went to a Catholic high school. Like Hall,! knew | was gay from a very young 
age. But | waited to come out. In fact, | had a life plan. 


Knowing that | needed to be an out gay man to truly know my own potential, | decided 
that | would do well in high school, go to university, and come out in another city where 
| had no family and no past. At the time, it seemed the easiest and best route for me. 


In hindsight it was. 


But how different my experience would have been had there been another student in 
my high school like Hall. Without a doubt, Hall is making it easier for gay and lesbian kids 
in his high school and in other schools throughout Oshawa. Perhaps even across Canada. 


His very actions are telling other kids that they are not alone. He is telling other teens 
that they don’t need to be ashamed. 


But as | applaud Hall, | also have to applaud his classmates and his friends. Amazingly, 
Hall says that no one is harassing him at school. In fact, many students are hoping he wins. 
And according to Hall, those that aren't saying anything seem to accept that gay students 
exist, so take no position on the matter whatsoever. 


Now, | don’t want to paint too rosy a picture. I’m sure that there are students who 
are very uncomfortable with homosexuality. But it seems that most students are open 
to the idea of diversity. And that, in and of itself, shows great societal progress since | was 
in high school. 


From my own experience, | personally know clergy and educators who believe that the 
Catholic Church’s teachings on gay and lesbian matters need to change. But change in 
the church is traditionally very slow. And any such change will not come in time to help 
Marc Hall. 


Personally, | hope Marc does get to go to the prom with his boyfriend. But even if he 
doesn’t, | have a feeling that Marc will have many more celebrations to come in his life. 
Hall has proven to himself and the world that he’s willing to take a stand and unwilling to 
live a life of shame. For gays and lesbians, that very decision is the difference between 
living a life of misery and a life of happiness and fulfillment. W

Portrait of an Era 


At a time when we're seemingly bombarded with gay images, gay-themed entertain- 
ment and gay icons, it’s sometimes not too easy to remember an era where life as a gay 
or lesbian person was radically different. Today, we talk about when it’s best for a person 
to come out and the relative merits of outing versus allowing a person to make that 
choice. And this is only a generation removed from a life where coming out was not only 
unthinkable for many people—it was downright dangerous. 


Such realities aren’t set in stone. 


The mini-series Portrait of a Marriage reminds us of an even earlier time, when 
homosexuality (or at least bisexuality) was simply accepted as part of some people's lives. 
Or at least it was for one segment of one particular society. England in the first halt of 
the twentieth century was a false idyll. Most of us recognize it from old Agatha Christie 
novels, or movies such as Gosford Park. But in Portrait of a Marriage’s gentle yet blindingly 
accurate depiction of an upper class bisexual marriage during this time, we're treated to 
a much different attitude toward sexual freedom. 


As the show begins, during the Second World War, Vita Sackville-VVest and Harold 
Nicholson are married—and have been married for many years. Obviously happy with 
each other, the retired diplomat and his heiress wife putter in their garden as an ominous 
flock of German aircraft passes overhead. A phone call from an old friend of Vita suddenly 
drives her back into the world they once knew. 


Violet Keppel was Vita’s childhood friend. We see the adolescent girls playing dress-up 
and other games in the massive home of Vita’s mother. It’s clear—to us at least—that 
they have feelings that go beyond sisterly affection. Scenes (and years) pass as we witness 
Vita carry out her semi-aristocratic duty to find a husband with prospects, a trade-off for 
those prospects with her position. But unlike most marriages based on position, she and 
Harold obviously love each other. 


Harold, in fact, is wholeheartedly smitten with Vita, and never fails to make the point 
clear. 


Outwardly, they are the picture of post-Victorian sensibility. But as we see in succes- 
sive episodes, their private life mirrors the closeted reality of that same era. 


Howard triggers a crisis in the marriage with his sudden confession that he has been 
keeping company with men. It’s a shock considering the constant foreshadowing of Vita 
revealing a lesbian secret. Yet, it’s all so very believable when Howard explains to Vita that 
he does in fact love her more deeply than anyone. He simply has certain physical needs 
that can’t be ignored. 


Vita understands, but is visibly upset. Howard's friends understand. It’s all so very 
civilized. This is a perfect portrait of how at least one segment of society accepted 
bisexual activity, even within a marriage. 
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What does it say about our times that such a confession to a business acquaintance 
today would be met with anything from mild disdain to social ostracism? But the fasci- 
nation of Portrait of a Marriage isn’t this twist in the reality of Vita and Harold. The true 
story, which grips you intently, is how the revelation opens up so many sexual and 
personal opportunities for Vita. Suddenly her continuing friendship with Violet takes a 
more intense turn, as the conversation about Harold’s confession allows the single and 
very sexual Violet to confess her love—and lust—for Vita. 


Perhaps the most touching part of the confession occurs at the moment when Violet 
explains that she spent many years loving Vita without even knowing it—and many more 
years suffering her unfulfilled passion in every waking moment. It’s one of those 
wrenching scenes portraying the absolute pain and emptiness that closeted passions 
entail. Violet wasn’t and doesn’t care for hiding her feelings from the public. But keeping 
them from the married Vita was a gnawing pain that suddenly evaporates with her 
romantic confession. 


As the story unfolds, we see Vita grow and experiment with her true feelings. 


The pair carries on an affair in the full knowledge (and sometimes view) of Harold. 
They even sneak off to London during the First World War and check into a hotel—with 
Vita dressed as an injured male soldier. 


The relationship is pure, as only a first love can be. Vita and Violet enjoy a sexual 
awakening that lasts for months. 


But the ingenuity of the series is that it goes beyond simply the romance and passion 
of awakened homosexual desires (Harold also carries on unseen affairs). It shows the 
conflict between the love that Vita and Harold obviously have for each other, and the 
harm and pain they are both willing to endure to preserve their relationship while no 
longer denying their passions. The sexual awakening brings on a wider rebirth for the oh- 
so-English wife. Violet rebels against the semi-aristocratic world they inhabit and tries to 
force Harold into adopting her more bohemian attitudes. Surprisingly for us today, it is 
this conflict, which causes more grief and fear for Harold, his parents and the couple’s 
friends. 


It’s a world that seems so far away now. 


We no longer have to exist in two worlds for the sake of appearances and secret 

- passions. While many of us are still closeted, it is largely because of our own 

_ attitudes and fears. And even so, it would be a rare spouse who accepted an 

outside homosexual relationship as the price of a continuing marriage. 

_ Portrait of a Marriage shows us that world, where such choices weren't as 
uncommon as we might believe. 


This is a somewhat refreshing production. The actors may be unfamiliar to many North 
American viewers, but devotees of high-end British television and movies will know them. 


Janet McTeer is riveting as a woman of less-than-physical-perfection, who easily lets us 
understand the passion she ignites in her slightly younger friend Vita. McTeer slowly boils 
and nearly vibrates with building tension and anger over her position. It’s a remarkable 
transformation. Just watch the change in how she walks, as she grows stronger and more 
self-confident through the years. It’s an amazing performance. 


Cathryn Harrison is perfectly cast as the nymphet who will not deny her sexual 
identity, and enjoys waving it in the face of her perceived rival, Harold. David Haig is 
much-familiar to British television fans. His performance as the complex and tortured 
Harold is yet another magnificent portrayal. One moment, he’s callow and self-serving as 
any English husband. The next, he’s the tortured husband who struggles with each breath 
to hold his composure and dignity while with a business friend who knows exactly what 
is going on and shows little sympathy. 


Together, the three have a seething chemistry that mixes genuine love, icy-hot sexuality 
and conflicted alliances in a romantic triangle that will hold your attention despite the 
leisurely pace of the series. 


Secrets, emotions and the consequences come a bit at a time, looming darkly as 
tensions build, ebb and sometimes explode. 


This remarkable achievement brings to life a time when choices were different than 
those we enjoy today. W

“Blood—it’s in you to give,’ assures a woman’s soothing voice as the logo of the 
Canadian Blood Services slowly fades in on your television screen. A fellow Canadian 
desperately needs blood to survive every few minutes and even one donation can save 
several lives. Many people generously donate their blood because they realize that 
their loved ones or neighbours are likely to be in need of a blood transfusion 
at some point in their lives. “Giving blood is seen as participating in society, 
such as voting and other ways of contributing,’ says Collin Smith who 
heads up the Men’s Project, a Calgary-based group which promotes 
sexual health and provides education on HIV. 


Every male who accepts the noble challenge of rolling up his 
sleeve for the good of his fellow citizen is asked, “Have you had sex 
with another man, even one time, since 1977?” According to 
research conducted at the Harvard School of Public Health, as many 
as twenty percent of American males have encountered a same- 
sex experience. Using estimates, even half of that rate accounts 
for over one million Canadian men who, if responding truthfully, 
would answer “yes” to that question. What happens to these 
potentially life-saving donors? “They are deferred and cannot donate blood,” 
says Canadian Blood Services spokesperson Jirina Vik. Canadian Blood Services 
manages one of the safest blood supplies in the world, and Vik intends to keep it that way. 
“Our commitment is to make the [blood] supply as safe as possible’”’ But why are all 
men who have encountered a same-sex experience explicitly considered unsafe? “[We] 
defer them on the basis of high risk activity,’ VIk continues. The Canadian Blood Services 
permanently regards any male who has had even one same-sex experience as high risk, 
without regard to an individual’s safe sex practices or level of sexual activity. “There are 
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gay men that are totally ‘decent’ and have clean lifestyles and they should have the same 
right to donate as everyone else,” says an employee of Canadian Blood Services who 
spoke with Outlooks on the condition of anonymity. “Homosexuals contribute to their 
community just like their neighbours. This policy offends me because | feel that | am 
discriminated against,’ the employee says. “In fact, many of the people working at the 
Canadian Blood Services do not agree with it.” 


Statistically speaking, there is not necessarily any additional risk associated with 
allowing homosexuals who practice safe sex to donate blood. All blood donations are 
combined into “mini-pools” and are screened for various diseases. “Nucleic Acid Testing 
is a new test for HIV that detects low levels of viral genetic material as opposed to 
antibodies,” says Vik. NAT testing will detect HIV with extremely high precision in 

donated blood. Furthermore, there are other identifiable groups that have a higher 

risk factor than gay men that are not screened by current policies. According 
to the Centre for Disease Control and Prevention, African-Americans 
made up nearly half (forty-seven percent) of the total number of AIDS 
cases reported in the United States in 1999, but comprise only twelve 
percent of the population. Seemingly, the Canadian Blood Services 
should prevent this high risk group from donating blood. VIk 
responds by pointing to a donation question which screens out 
people who were born in several African countries devastated by 
AIDS. However, the question does nothing to screen out the 
majority of African-Americans who were not born in these countries. 
This apparent double standard may be the result of stereotypes that 
all gay men are infected with HIV. “[This policy] sends a message to the 
general population that this type of sex is unhealthy,’ says Smith. 
Additionally, heterosexuals who have engaged in unprotected sex with multiple 
partners may be allowed to donate providing it was not within the past twelve 
months, while a homosexual who has been celibate for twenty-five years is deferred. 
Smith believes that having the policy is in some ways more dangerous than not having it 
at all. “It ensures a false sense of security. It is screening out people who have no likeli- 
hood of being at risk, while not eliminating people who very well could be at high risk.” 


The policy has its supporters and critics lined up waging a war that even spills into the 
political arena. Openly gay MP Svend Robinson believes that the policy does a disservice 
to homosexuals by reinforcing negative stereotypes that homosexuals lead unhealthy 
lifestyles. Dr. Grant Hill, a Canadian Alliance Member of Parliament and recent party 
leadership candidate, does believe that, and has publicly stated that homosexuals have a 
harmful lifestyle which leads to infection and disease. Canadian Blood Services would not 
comment on Hill’s assertions; however, the blanket policy that they employ seems to 
conclusively validate Hill’s claim. And not surprisingly—after the need for blood skyrock- 
eted due to the September || terrorist attacks—the president of a gay student group at 
Harvard University encouraged his fellow gay peers to lie to the American Red Cross and 
donate blood in spite of the policy. In fact, the Food and Drug Administration recently 
discussed changing the American policy to be more inclusive of homosexuals. The change 
was defeated by one vote. 


The policy of disallowing a significant healthy portion of our population to donate 
blood because of same-sex activity is discriminatory and needs to be changed. The policy 
does not give concern for safe sex practices and may even undermine efforts to 
encourage them. It sends the message to the public that homosexuals are equated with 
disease and infection. A consensus conference was held in November to provide the 
Canadian Blood Services with recommendations on blood donation policies. The final 
version of the recommendations will be presented this spring. “Whether or not [the 
policy] will be stated or written in a different way—we will wait to see what the recom- 
mendations are,” says Vik. But until the Canadian Blood Services changes the donation 
policy to include healthy homosexuals, perhaps a slogan of “Blood—it might be in you to 

give’ is more appropriate. W

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Safe Sex: Reinventing the 
Message

The notion that HIV is no longer a death sentence, once a cause for celebration, is now 
seen as a major factor in a wave of new infections. 


But if complacency is making us sick, AIDS Vancouver hopes arousal will keep us healthy. 
Arouse is the name of a bold new ad campaign that exposes the darker side of the HIV 
“cocktail”, the exotic multi-drug regimen designed to keep the virus at bay. The campaign is 
nothing like the familiar “play safe” admonishments that have been heaped upon gay men for 
the past twenty years. The script for the broadcast ad pulls no punches: 


One for the HIV. 
Two for the vomiting from the one for the HIV. 
Three for the runs from the two for the vomiting from the one for the HIV. 


Four for the liver damage from the five for the nutrients lost from the vomiting from the 
one for the HIV. 


Then comes the afternoon, then comes the rest of your life. 


The visual for the voice-over is a single, writhing capsule that divides and subdivides like a 
sinister human cell. The small screen is quickly crowded with hundreds of slithering pills 
before fading to black. 


While cynics may see this as scare-mongering, in reality, the HIV cocktail is punishing. Side- 
effects, schedules, timetables, adjustments, supplies, restrictions and the knowledge that this 
will go on for a lifetime—it's a far cry from our fuzzy image of a manageable illness. This is the 
real world. This is what lies behind the “good news” headlines that are lulling many gay men 
into a fatal sense of false security. 


“HIV-positive folks are still faced with what is, for all intents and purposes, a terminal illness,’ 
says Phillip Banks of AIDS Vancouver. “The HIV cocktail has slowed down the progression of 
that disease, but they still have HIV, and the HIV is still having an effect on their lives.” 


Banks, who heads the Gay Men’s Health Program, adds “the discussion of HIV as a chronic 
and manageable illness hasn't really examined fully what the term ‘manageable’ means to a 
person living with HIV...there is a false perception in the community, among some people, that 
the advent of the treatment has brought about a virtual cure.” 


The miracle drug treatments have fostered an image of a kinder, gentler AIDS and that 
misperception is helping push infection rates ever higher. There was a thirty-two percent 
increase in HIV positive tests in Vancouver, between 1999 and 2000. Health officials and AIDS 
activists have long agreed that a new approach is needed, especially when dealing with younger 
gay men. 


“It’s true, the lives of people with HIV have dramatically changed, but we can’t allow that to 
translate into, ‘it’s no big deal getting HIV’,” says Banks. 


Living with HIV is indeed a big deal. “There's always that initial period where the body is 
adjusting, and that can mean having to run to a toilet, or it may mean not being able to get out 
of bed due to extreme nausea. It may mean changing your daily habits or your eating schedule, 
and even your physical or recreational schedule. It can have a dramatic effect on quality of 
life...that’s a daily burden that a lot of HIV negative guys are just completely unaware of.” 


In the 1980s, gay men were scared safe by the prospect of contracting AIDS and dying 
young. There was little in the way of treatment and even less community support. Times have 
changed. 


Banks notes that “..around 1996, when the cocktail became available, people began to see 
friends and members of the community who were on death's door due to HIV disease almost 
rebound. Their quality of life went up, their cell counts went up and the whole HIV crisis, from 
the public perception, came to a bit of a slowdown.” 


In the new millennium, far fewer young homosexuals have had to watch friends and lovers 
die. “A lot of younger people coming out into the gay subculture, they're aware of HIV, but 
they're aware of it maybe in a way that I’m aware of Remembrance Day and the poppy. | know 
it had an impact on my grandfather, | know it had an impact on my parents, but the impact it 
has on me,| don’t really feel now. It’s removed,” Banks explains. 


Apathy and condom fatigue are rampant. We've long since tuned out safe sex messages. 
Barebacking is the sport of choice for an increasing number of HIV-negative men. “I think 
young people don't feel the presence of HIV in the community and in their lives the same way 
that people did ten years ago. So | think it’s easier for them to rationalize certain behaviors, 
it’s easier for them to deny that it exists’, observes Banks. 


To make matters worse, hopes are routinely (and often falsely) raised, with headlines 
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proclaiming miracle cures and possible vaccines. Add to that big budget ad campaigns by the 
drug companies showing tanned, athletic models energetically climbing mountains, whitewater 
rafting and engaging in activities Olympians would find taxing. Is it any wonder we play faster 
and looser than we did fifteen years ago? 


“Even the people who do have HIV look healthy. And people make many assumptions. The 
assumption is, if he had HIV, he wouldn’t look so good. Look at his rippling, muscular body. 
He runs marathons. He’s only twenty-one. He can’t have HIV,’ Banks says. 


There’s a wide gulf between appearance and reality. While some HIV patients probably do 
fight mountain rapids, many more are fighting depression, fatigue and diarrhea. That’s the word 
this campaign seeks to spread. 


“First and foremost, our objective was to get a message out on the streets that HIV still 
exists. And second, let’s take this other issue, this HIV treatment optimism issue, and let's try 
and debunk it,” says Banks. Just as important, he adds, is getting HIV out of the closet again, 
“to put some focus back on it in a public way, so the discussion happens once again...because 
there has been a lack of HIV prevention messages in the last seven or eight years.” 


The campaign challenges the community to take a hard look at its values and responsibili- 
ties. We may not be getting a death sentence, but make no mistake, the cocktail is surely a life 
sentence. 


Banks gives much of the credit for the high impact campaign to ad agency Rethink Media 
and Global Mechanic, a local animation production house. “These two external companies 
pretty much came in and offered their professional services for free, and allowed AIDS 
Vancouver to do something that it didn’t really have the financial or professional resources to 
do for the past seven or eight years,” says Banks. ©

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GLCCE’s Girl Friday

Kristy Harcourt is one of those rarest of creatures—a native Edmontonian who can 
actually trace her ancestry in this city back three or four generations. With a family 
history that’s far older than most of the city’s buildings, it should come as a surprise to 
no one that Harcourt is committed to the place, and particularly to maintaining the 
vibrancy and safety of the lesbian and gay communities of which she’s a part. At twenty- 
nine, she’s the administrator/co-ordinator of the Gay and Lesbian Community Centre of 
Edmonton—GLCCE for short—and recently helped co-ordinate the centre’s step up in 
the world to new digs on |06th street, just a few short blocks from the Alberta legisla- 
tive building. 

For the past five years, Harcourt has also been hosting a radio program on the 
University of Alberta’s campus radio station (CJSR) on gay, lesbian, bisexual and transgen- 
dered issues. She began doing volunteer work for CJSR back when she was working on 
her B.A. in English, which she completed in 1996, and began broadcasting in that same 
year. 

The Gay and Lesbian Community Centre has been a critical resource for the 
Edmonton community for over thirty years. With an important library, a crisis line, and 
many different counselling and referral services available, the centre has always offered a 
visible identity in times when it was often difficult to be visible. With the changing size of 
the city, and its increasingly cosmopolitan makeup, the centre has begun to go through 
some transformations on its own. Outlooks spoke to Harcourt about some of those 
changes, and what they might mean for GLCCE and her radio program. 


Outlooks: How did you come to be administrator of the GLCCE? 


Harcourt: The centre got funding from the Edmonton community lottery board in 
2000 to hire an administrator, so | applied for the job. It’s a half-time position, on a two- 
year term, initially. | applied, and it was quite a stiff competition. A lot of people were 
excited about the chance to make their primary work within the Edmonton community. 
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Outlooks: So why did GLCCE decide to move to its new digs? 


Harcourt: We'd been looking to move for a while. We were in a location that was not 
wheelchair accessible, and that allowed for no signage. And it was really in a building that 
wasn’t being maintained. But also, we'd been in a basement, and in places that we had to 
have when our finances were a little more restrictive.And we really wanted to move up. 
So we moved into a location we're really excited about. We've got supportive neighbours 
who are delighted to have us, we’re wheelchair accessible, it’s above ground, and it sends 
people the message when they come out, or when they're in transition or in a tough time, 
that there are people to help them who have 
some legitimacy. And | think that’s an impor- 
tant thing to people. We don’t want them to 
have to go to a basement with dingy furniture 
and lights that don’t work. And although the 
earlier space was all we could afford when 
we moved there, a lot of people had the 
sense that we were hiding in the basement. 
We would have gladly had a storefront, but at 
that time we simply couldn’t afford it. Now 
we're in a space that’s perfectly 
suited—it’s got room for our library, 
room for the community groups that 
meet there, room for staff and room 
for volunteers. Perfect for our needs.

Outlooks: | was very impressed by how big the library is at the GLCCE. How was it 
accumulated—over years? 


Harcourt: Over the years, yes. It’s a result of there having been a library in the Gay 
Alliance Towards Equality (GATE), which is GLCCE’s forerunner, and the Woman's Space 
library that once existed. And in the last couple of years we've really worked to get 
donations. We have a lot of support from Orlando Books—they publish a wish list for 
us. People also donate books they can’t use and we sell them to get resources. We've 
really worked to build it up, and it is one of the bigger collections in Canada. 


Outlooks: What are some of the programs you offer? You mentioned the outreach 
program for men, but what are some of the others? 


Harcourt: We do coming out groups for men and women—that’s one of our core 
things. We offer free, confidential peer 
counseling five nights a week. We train the 
volunteers who do such counseling, as well. 
We offer an umbrella to other groups that 
serve really essential needs in the commu- 
nity like ‘youth understanding youth’, ‘trans- 
gendered and _ transsexual support’, 
‘women’s drop-in’, ‘men talking together’, 
PFLAG, as well as groups that just use our 
space like Woman’s Space and the Pride 
Organizing Committee. We also run an 
information line, so that people arriving 
from out of town can find information when 
they arrive or are first coming out. We're a 
lot of people's first contact with the gay and 
lesbian community, and we do a broad range 
of referrals to sports and athletic groups 
and community groups that aren’t GLBT in 
nature—people who are dealing with situa- 
tions in their lives or in their professional 
worlds that require they find resources to 
help them deal with those issues effectively.

Outlooks: Let's move on for a moment 
to talk about CJSR, because I’m fascinated by 
how you came to be involved with the radio 
station, and developed the radio program. 
What's it called? 


Harcourt: It’s called Gaywire. It’s one of 
the longest running shows on CjSR—it 
existed long before | began to work on it. It 
started, | believe in 1987 or ‘88. Brilliant 
people like Harlan Pruden, Mark Bilko and 
Todd James have hosted it, over the years. 
Todd and | worked on it together in the first 
couple of years | was involved 
with it. I’ve worked on it for 
the past six years, and along

Outlooks: How did you come to be involved with this? 


Harcourt: Just from volunteering. | had been on the show interviewed about some 
topic, and | started hanging around, picking out music, and just sort of kept working for 
CJSR. It’s great to work at the station because it is a really liberal environment. Recently, 
| had this great opportunity where | was doing an interview at 3:30 and the next piece 
was our news director interviewing Grant Hill from the Canadian Alliance Party. So | said 
to our director, “You're interviewing Grant Hill? Can | write you some new questions?” 
So | quickly jotted down some questions: “So, you feel it’s impossible to be healthy and 
gay? What would you do as the leader of the Alliance to combat homophobia?” So that’s 
neat—to be able to bring a gay and lesbian perspective into an alternative news environ- 
ment that really welcomes it. | work with young women doing feminist issues, and a 
woman who does black culture issues, so it’s a great environment to work. 


Outlooks: So, whom have you had as guests? 


Harcourt: Oh, well, we've had Dan Savage, who famously said that for a one thousand 
dollar pledge during our fun drive the publisher of SEE Magazine [in Edmonton] would 
give somebody a blowjob. And | thought, oh my god, this will be the end of our show. The 
CRTC will have us off the air! We also had Rufus Wainwright, who was really fun. He was 
just lovely. And we had Linda Tillery and the Cultural Heritage Choir, as well as the 
Flirtations, who came on and sang when they were visiting during the Folkfest. They were 
a riot. At the fest, they encouraged the gay people in the audience to ambush the 
straights. And then we also had Bishop John Selby Spong—an Episcopal bishop from the 
States. He was in Edmonton speaking for the Diversities Conference Association through 
the United Church. And he came on—a gentle, elderly man—and we talked about the 
need for Christians to be gay-affirming in the same way that Christ would have been. He 
was a fascinating interview, really. 


Outlooks: Since you're involved in such a public way with both the GLCCE and 
Gaywire, do you ever face hostility from the public? 


Harcourt: Very rarely. We have had threatening calls at CJSR, but those were back in 
1996 or so.And it was such a shocking thing, really. We had to have a few guests escorted 
and it was such an oddball thing. And we have had an occasional call at GLCCE, but it’s 
such a rare event that we haven’t even really known what to do—how do we call 
security? We get more hostility, where the radio show is concerned, from within the gay 
and lesbian community itself—‘“you failed to cover this thing that | think is really impor- 
tant’ —that sort of thing. But sometimes it’s hard, given our resources, to get around to 
everything. I'd also say that about sixty percent of our listeners are straight. They listen 
and are fascinated by the culture and want to be inclusive. We always kid around that if 
the gay news arrives a month late, we can still play it, because none of the other media 
outlets in town play gay news anyway. 


Outlooks: So what's in the future for the centre and Gaywire? 


Harcourt: For the centre, the main thing is working on resource development. We've 
got some funding for the next year to create brochures and bring in more resources that 
reflect the ethnic diversity of the gay and lesbian community in Alberta. For example, we 
are developing brochures in five Asian languages so people can take them and speak to 
their parents in a language that they speak. So that’s something we're excited about. We're 
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going to be doing more programming for gay aboriginal people, as well. The radio station 
is just onward and upwards. Joan Whitecap, who works on the show with me, is really 
bringing in a fresh perspective on things. I’d like to put a plug in, if | could, that both the 
radio show and GLCCE accept volunteers, so if you're interested in either of these, please 
don’t hesitate to let us know!

| have always been a sucker for those sappy songs that enjoy a certain popularity, but 
also wide public disdain because they are overplayed and perhaps overly sentimental. The 
best recent example | can think of is Celine Dion’s My Heart Will Go On from Titanic, 
which, | think, has passed into realm of “songs one shouldn’t admit to listening to”. 
Unfortunately, a huge portion of my CD collection falls into this category and always has 
ever since The Greatest Love of All by Whitney Houston. It was one of her first and most 
beautiful hits and one of the first that | denied loving. That is a tragedy because it could 
be an anthem for our community—a litany of strength and courage and confidence. The 
message is one that we should heed, and now more than ever, use to focus our efforts.. 


Everybody’s searching for a hero 
People need someone to look up to 

| never found anyone to fulfill my needs 
A lonely place to be 

And so | learned to depend on me 


Would any out gay person not identify with these words? | think back to my childhood 
in rural Alberta, the time that | was coming to the realization that | my sexuality was not 
the norm, and all | remember is a sense of loneliness and alienation. There were no 
(visibly) gay people on TV; there were no (visibly) gay people in school. Kids called each 
other “fag” and “dyke” to be sure, but without any real suspicion behind it; gay people 
probably existed but obviously somewhere else. | guess | felt more denial growing up 
than real hatred. 


| don’t mean to say that | didn’t have friends—I had lots, and many of them are still 
around. | also had a very loving and supportive family. In some ways, though, that made 
being gay harder because there was something to lose. And always there’s the knowledge 
that you're different from those who are closest to you, and the despair of ever finding 
someone who will understand. Ironically, close friends and family, can be a source of alien- 
ation in and of themselves if you fee! like you're hiding from them. 


What | lacked was not a caring environment—although of course, many gay children 
growing up lack that as well—but any sense of community of peers, of role models, or of 
even safe people to talk to. That was not because those people did not exist—in 
hindsight, | can see some of the opportunities | missed—but because they never broke 
the silence nor their own denial to acknowledge homosexuality. 


And, yes, that has bred in me a very strong sense of independence—I think of Arnold’s 
emotionally wrought words to his mother in Torch Song Trilogy: “| have taught myself to 
sew, cook, fix plumbing, build furniture... | can even pat myself on the back when neces- 
sary. All so that | don’t have to ask anyone for anything. There’s nothing | need from 
anyone except love and respect and anyone who can’t give me those two things has no 
place in my life’? Independence is valuable and one of the great assets of the GLBT 
community, but | think we can all agree that there are more psychologically healthy ways 
of building it. 

| believe the children are our future 

Teach them well and let them lead the way 

Show them all the beauty they possess inside 

Give them a sense of pride to make it easier 


Homosexuality and children, in any contexts, is a sensitive—nay, explosive topic. 
Especially at this point in the gay rights movement. We aren’t talking about individuals— 
responsible adults—anymore, we're talking about a demographic that society feels obliged 
to protect. Even those who are OK with a “live and let live” attitude regarding adults, 
start getting squeamish when children are involved. 


Ironically, both sides of the recent controversies concerning gay parents and gay 
teachers and gay clergy betray a significantly adult-centric point of view despite their 
stated concern for children. Let’s take gay teachers as an example: the conflict primarily 
centres around the right of the teacher to be employed regardless of their orientation 
and the parents’ concern that a gay teacher would be a negative role-model for their kids 
(or at the very least, bring up age-inappropriate issues). In this scenario, there’s no 
acknowledgment of gay youth and needs and their concerns. Ultimately, they are the ones 
with the most to gain or lose. 


One reason behind this, | believe, is that the intuitions about the frequency of 


homosexuality need a slight change of perspective. Let’s face it, comparatively, there 
aren't many of us! It’s a fact. If you randomly picked someone out of a classroom, there 
would be a very low chance that person would be gay. So, it’s very easy for parents, 
teachers and administrators to subconsciously dismiss homosexuality as a major concern. 


That said, however, the statistics are such that as the class size increases, the chances 
that there is not a gay person in the class drop rapidly to the point where, given a class 
of twenty-five or thirty, a gay student is practically guaranteed. Which would have more 
of a psychological impact on a school administration:“one in ten of your students is gay”, 
or “100 percent of your classes has at least one gay child in it”. 


Being faced with the fact that every single classroom, statistically, has a gay child who 
will grow up identifying as homosexual, who may be being harassed, and who may feel 
alienated and alone, | think it would be easier for schools and parents to recognize that 
having openly gay teachers is an asset—a resource that is in the best interests of their 
students. A real focus on the children could deal with both issues positively. 


The children are not only the future for North American society and culture; the 
children are our future (with a big rainbow “our’”). Being gay is no longer something that 
you finally face in university or as an adult—teens are coming out younger and younger. 
| teach at a program for high school students in the summer, and over the last three years, 
I’ve had six of my students come out to me. I’m in awe of them because they are stronger, 
more confident and better socialized at that age than | am now. They inspire hope in me 
that the problems both within the gay community and without are surmountable. 


It’s true that, in many cases, gay students in high school are enjoying a freedom that they 
never have before. Gay support groups are cropping up, and many students can be happily 
out in school. However, they remain distinctly an exception to the rule and, although we, 
the adult gay community support such groups once they exist, it seems to me that they 
arise from the bravery of the students themselves, not from any explicit facilitation on 
our part. 


| think that we are coming to a point where we are capable of targeting teens and the 
public education system effectively in an effort to improve awareness of GLBT issues. 
Moreover, | think it’s the right target, because healthier gay youth can only mean healthier 
gay adults. 


And if by chance that special place 
That you’ve been dreaming of 
Leads you to a lonely place 

Find your strength in love 


| think that one of the biggest barriers between children and education about 
homosexual is the word “homosexuality” itself. At least to the extent that the word 
reflects the widespread understanding that this issue is primarily a sexual one. 
Elementary school is really where we should be starting to educate children about diver- 
sity and discrimination, but no one would disagree that sexuality is an inappropriate topic 
for children of that age, whether it’s homo or hetero. To some extent, it has been true 
historically that the issue is primarily a sexual one, because until the last few decades it’s 
been all but impossible to maintain a public same-sex relationship. But being gay is funda- 
mentally not about who we want to have sex with, but with whom we want to be 
intimate, with whom we want to share our lives, and whom we want to love. 


The Japanese translation of “homosexual” is douseiai—literally “same-gender love’. 
Doesn’t that sound much less threatening in the context of children? “Love” is certainly 
not a topic that is inappropriate at an elementary school age. Perhaps we should move 
to change the label from “homosexual” to “homoagapao” or “homoamor”. 


Elementary education may still be way beyond our grasp. But at the very least, we 
should recognize our obligation to our progeny. Not the progeny that we have neces- 
sarily given birth to, but the children who will follow in our footsteps and who will inherit 
the community that we're building. We are building for the future, but haven't really 
focused on the children that are our future.

back on music that tries to uplift the spirit. W

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Designing Men

Steven Sabados and Chris Hyndman have finally found a few minutes to relax on their 
first Friday in Edmonton, taking a short break to enjoy brunch in the Westin Hotel before 
heading off to the city’s Agricom and a 
second arduous day of appearances at the 
Edmonton Home & Garden Show. Between 
sips of juice and an occasional bite of French 
toast, they're greeted by strangers who stop 
or wave hello. Their personal consultant 
looks on—pleased and bemused by how 
much a half-hour of television can do for two 
careers. 


Sabados, thirty-seven, and Hyndman, 
thirty-six, are better known to those 
in the know as The Designer Guys, 
home interior experts who have a 
show of the same name on HGTV 
(Home and Garden Television). The show 
itself is a clever mix of design expertise, hipness, and humour—and unlike others of its 
kind, unfolds like a drama or sitcom as the client’s design dilemma for each week is identi- 
fied, cornered, and whipped into shape. 


The Designer Guys began on HGTV just a year ago, with thirteen episodes, but quickly 
developed such a large following that twenty-six episodes have just been taped for the 
second season. The homes and clients featured in each episode are all in and around 
Toronto, but the design advice given is so universal that the show has recently gone inter- 
national, playing in different countries including Singapore, the Czech Republic and Hong 
Kong. This April it begins playing in the U.S. on Discovery Digital. 

Both men play off each other well in person and exude the same personalities they 
display on the small screen—Sabados, for example, has the firmer handshake and nicer 
hands in general, whereas Hyndman definitely knows he has the bigger, better hair. Outlooks’ 
exclusive visit with them provided more than a few revelations. 


Outlooks: So tell me, how great is it to be able to go on television and just be 
yourselves? 


Sabados: Actually, that’s a really good question. It’s a wonderful feeling, because what 
we do on TV is just real life, you know? We go out, we're crazy, we run around, we trip 
up, and that’s the nice thing about our show. They don’t leave that stuff out. The fact that 
Christopher falls down the stairs, it doesn’t get left out. They allow us to be ourselves. 


Hyndman: | think the best thing about it is the response that we're getting from being 
ourselves.And | love it because it makes me feel like, hey, I’m okay. There’s so many people 
saying to us, when we walk down the street, “You guys are good—we really enjoy your 
show. You have fun and seem to really be having a good time”. And that is the best part 
of being ourselves. People aren’t responding to us as actors, but rather just to us. It’s very 
Sally Field:““You like me, you really like me!” 


Outlooks: Do you think this show could have gone on the air ten years ago? 


Hyndman: Definitely not. And | think that’s because of the flamboyance of the show. 
| think we're over the top. Our humour is a little off and crazy. Our network actually didn’t 
want to do a lot of the stuff that we wanted to do—a lot of the hiccups, mess-ups and 
humour—but then they started to look at the little bits that did get through and in the 
second season they just said “Go for it!” All the funny parts you’d like to put in, all the 
over the top, all the camp, just go for it because people are responding to it. Ten years ago 
that wouldn’t have worked. 


Sabados: | think the public wanted something—a lot of the shows ten years ago were 
all about having the perfect home and rules, and to some degree intimidating the public. 
On our show we're just putting back the energy and saying, “Have fun, have humour, it’s 
decorating—come on! It’s not brain surgery, we're not trying to save the world.” And | 
think the public wants to have fun again. 


Hyndman: We don’t want to pitch to people that we're perfect guys and you have to 
be perfect people to have a perfect home and children. Just like your place, that’s all we 
want, and for god’s sake laugh at least twice a day. | don’t think that would have worked 
ten years ago. Plus, | would have been, like, two years old ten years ago. 

Outlooks: Have you ever been in a situation where you've wanted to say to your guest 
client, “You don’t need us, you need a flame-thrower’”? 


Sabados: We do have a show coming up that was a real challenge—l’m not sure when

it’s going to air—but it’s called “The Tacky Shack”. 
Hyndman: She called her place the tacky shack. 


Sabados: She wrote us a letter, the whole basis of which was “Sure, you can do 
wonders with these million dollar homes and unlimited budgets, but what can you do for 
my tacky shack?” We thought the letter was such a riot, we felt we had to go see this 
place. And you know what? It was outrageous! It was, indeed, a tacky shack. 


Hyndman: | was really horrified at first and | thought, we can’t do this. And then 
Steven really convinced me—he said, look, we can’t just work on a big budget since that’s 
the message we'd be sending across. The network does want our show to be a little bit 
of a fantasy show with celebrity and rich guests. We certainly could have put a torch to 
this place and it would have helped. But you know, she was so great. She was our favourite 
guest. She has the best sense of humour—she really got us, and we really got her. It ended 
up being our favourite show. 


Sabados: And the room afterwards looked phenomenal. 
Hyndman: If we don’t say so ourselves! 


Sabados: Of course, we'll have to let the viewer decide that. But we turned the tacky 
shack into a retro rec-room, and it was a fun, wacky show based on a ‘70s theme. 


Hyndman: We do really want to send a message, too, that it doesn’t really matter what 
anybody else likes, it matters what you like. And if you like it, put it in there. That's what 
we want to say to people. Nothing's tacky to us. If you don’t like it, then it’s tacky, but if 
you like it, it ain’t tacky. 

Outlooks: Do you have a particular room in a house that’s your favourite, for yourself? 
Let’s say you're designing a house—is there a room that you’d love to design above all 
others? A fantasy room? 


Sabados: Mine would be a huge, huge barn. And | would turn it into a studio where 
| could paint.A huge space that could even have an old, wooden dirty floor. Tons of paint, 
potter’s wheels, just messy. Big dogs running around. But it has to be a big barn, so when 
you open the doors you can see the trees outside. That’s my fantasy space. | would live in 
that. 


Hyndman: [Laughs] Mine would have to be a ballerina studio—because of all the 
mirrors. Four walls of mirrors. | wouldn’t need any furniture, just me. I'll 
just stand in the middle— 


Sabados: [Laughs] You could never get your leg up on one of those bars, 
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though. You’d never get it back down again. 


Hyndman: Okay, now that’s just not nice. True, but not nice. No, my 

favourite room would be the 

bathroom. | love bathrooms. | could spend 

more time in the bathroom than any woman 

alive. Joan Collins couldn't spend more time 
in the bathroom than | do. 


Outlooks: So what's the balance for each 
of you between professional satisfaction and 
personal satisfaction in the show and 
with the projects you do? 


Sabados: You know, | think it’s 
equally both. Christopher and |, when 
we start doing a space and meet a new homeowner, we go 100 percent until the space 
looks fantastic and the client is perfectly happy. | think it shows when we reveal the space 
that the clients are overwhelmed—some of them are emotional. And | think Chris and | 
really push ourselves to get that— 


Hyndman: —to touch them. It’s like giving a gift to somebody. That’s what really 
makes us happy. We don’t really care if it’s beautiful for the whole country to see—it’s 
about the person that’s on that show. 


Sabados: We give it to them, and then we take it back again, in a way. 


Hyndman: When we get e-mails from women who have had hard lives and major 
challenges in their lives, and they say to us “You brought a smile to our faces” We've had 
so many of those—and | cry every time | get one. | sit in front of that computer and cry. 
| can’t believe we were blessed enough to actually get that kind of a response from people. 
And for a profession, that’s very special. 


Sabados: Well, he’s blessed, perhaps, but I’m gifted [Laughs]. 


Outooks: So, as your fame has increased, do you find it’s much more difficult to do 
your own thing off the air? 


Hyndman: Oh, way more! [Laughs] 


Sabados: But you know what—it’s wonderful. People have asked us if we get annoyed 
when people stop and interrupt us. But never—ever. 


Hyndman: Never. 


Sabados: Because you know what? Those are the people who are watching the show, 
and if they didn’t come up then we'd think no one was watching or no one cared. 


Hyndman: We want people to feel free to come up and talk to us—except when | 
don’t look good. 


Sabados: If he’s in sunglasses and a baseball cap, don’t go near him. 


Hyndman: We never, ever put out the energy that we're not approachable, because 
that’s the reason were on television, and get a paycheque. Ve want people to know that 
they’re welcome to talk to us at any time. 


Outlooks: How does the medium itself—television—alter what you might do with a 
design? Does that change the design decisions you might make on air? 


Hyndman: You have to try to give information to thousands of people as opposed to 
just one or two. So we have to tell the client, “Look, there are going to be things we'd like 
to do here because we want to teach people this or that. So will you give us an oppor- 
tunity in this or that corner to do something for the audience?” And they're usually very 
open to that, because they know they're on a television show and realize that the schedule 
is different than if they were having their home done by designers. So yes, we do expect 
and deliver different things for the TV show. And there are fifteen people that travel with 
us, So we're not the only guys coming into your house. 


Outlooks: Given your personal tastes, what would be the ultimate on-air client for each 
of you? 

Hyndman: | have a new one—I'Il tell you what, Pamela Anderson was my first choice, 
because | think she’s a great Canadian. | know a lot of people think I’m insane when | say 
that, but | honestly think she’s a great Canadian and a strong woman. In spite of her looks, 
she’s done very, very well. Her looks have brought her to where she is, but she hasn’t been 
respected because of her looks. She’s done very well for herself, and she’s got kids—she’s 
a good mother.With a body like that and she’s good with kids!? But I’ve got a new dream 
client now—Marlene Copeland is my new favourite lady and | want to go into her home. 
We've met her and she’s a warm person—when she speaks to you she talks to your face. 
We were with her for an evening, and every person she met she looked directly in the eye 
and stayed with them until the conversation was over. So I'd like to do something with 
her. 


Sabados: She is phenomenal. 
Hyndman: And she’s got more money than God! [Laughs] 


Sabados: Mine is still the same as it’s always been—| love Goldie Hawn. | just think 
she’s wonderful. | met her once, years ago when | was working for Roots, and | heard this 
laugh down the hall and | thought, | know that laugh. And | turned around and there was 
Goldie Hawn. And | thought, wow she is just like she seems in the movies. It’s my ultimate 
dream to do her cottage— 


Hyndman: —or Cher’s. 


Sabados: Of course, Cher.To me, Cher is God. But Goldie has such great energy, and 
a good sense of humour, and I’d love to have lunch and meet her. 


Outlooks: Have you found when you have a gay or lesbian client that there are 
demands they might make that are different than a straight client, or is there little differ- 
ence? 


Sabados: No difference at all, actually. 
Hyndman: They’ usually better, of course. Nicer people. [Laughs] 


Sabados: We've had a lot of gay clients that are very involved, that know a lot about 
design, which is sometimes intimidating. 


Hyndman: We've had a couple of gay guys on our show and a lesbian couple, as well. 
There really is no difference. People is people is people. 


Outlooks: Well that is a bit of a surprise, only because | would have thought a gay 
person might utilize his or her space differently. 


Hyndman: Well,| think to be honest they are more conscious of style. That might be 
a sweeping generalization, but the gay clients we’ve come across, generally, have been more 
interested in projecting an image for their friends, whereas many of the straight ladies place 
children first, if they have them, husband second and themselves third. Obviously with a 
gay couple, it’s them first and how their image is projected. Less function, more style. 


Sabados: And that also makes it a little more intimidating because, you know, the gay 
couples we've done are very knowledgeable of design décor and read the decorating 
magazines. 


Outlooks: If you had to be doing something other than this show, what would it be for 
each of you? 


Hyndman: Supermodel for me. My big dream is to be Naomi Campbell [Laughs]. 
No—actually, | think I'd like to work with children. I’d want to be a camp counsellor, or 
something with children that have challenges in their lives, whether physical or emotional. 
And | hope that, perhaps, the celebrity status 
that this show is beginning to bring me will 
allow me to do something like that. 


Sabados: |’d like to be an artist. | went to 
school for art—l studied painting and 
photography for years. That’s where the 
whole barn thing comes in, of course. | 
would love to wake up in the morning with a 
pot of coffee, and just go to the studio and 
paint. Not a starving artist—a very rich one. 
In Manhattan. 


Hyndman: Well, the ultimate retirement 
for both of us—and this is my dream, pulling 
in Steven—would be to retire to a 
farm with cottages, and in the summer ‘yndiaan and: Sabados 
children that don’t get an opportunity — working an interior 
to go to summer camps would be able a 
to come and Steven could introduce them to 
art. It’s a great way for children to express 
themselves and it’s not something that’s given to a lot of kids. So I'd like to give them the 
opportunity to experience art, and Steven would like to teach art to kids. Combining both 
things—fresh air and art—would be great. So we're hoping that at some point in our lives, 
as a last step in our careers, we would be able to do something like that. 


Sabados: Creativity is the one thing that everyone on earth has—especially children. 
Everyone is creative. 


Hyndman: And we're gonna get a great big fridge to hang all that art on.

As it is not too far into the competition’s run, we were able to make a small 
adjustment, and are happy to announce that RSVP will now also include videography 
as its seventh category. 


Are you a ‘Just Jack” superstar? Introduce yourself. Want to showcase the efforts 
and talents of your team/choir/peer group? Show us what makes you proud. Is 
there someone who should be profiled for making a difference in your community? 
Film away! This division of RSVP lets you call the shots, make a statement and, like 
the other categories, offers a cash prize of one thousand dollars to the best- 
produced video. 


Submissions cab be hosted or “host-less”, be no shorter than one minute and no 
longer than ten minutes, shot or transferred onto standard VHS tape(s), and 
somehow “play gay” (in the broader sense of the GLBT community, of course). All 
entries will become the property of Outlooks magazine and judges’ decisions are 
final. Ready? Roll camera. 


For those of you who may have missed last month’s story, here is a re-cap of the 
existing categories: 


Humour: Material may run the gamut from humorous anecdotal editorials to 
analysis of human nature, gay life or current events. Entries will be judged on origi- 
nality, style, wit and the ability to communicate humour in a direct and effective 
manner. Min: 500 words; max: 1000 words. 


Book/Movie Reviews: In the book category, the titles for review are Tales of the 
City (A. Maupin), Blue Heaven (J. Keenan) or Hood ( Emma Donoghue). In the movie 
category, the titles for review are Torch Song Trilogy, The Birdcage or Better Than 
Chocolate. Participants may submit in either category, or both, and submissions will 
be judged on thoroughness, reasonable objectivity, style and the writer’s ability to 
share a viewpoint in an effective manner. Min: 350 words; max: 750 words. 


Social Commentary: Canada is one of a handful of world leaders in progres- 
sive GLBT human rights—agree or disagree? Entries will be judged on objectivity, 
thoroughness, conciseness and the ability to defend a position effectively. Min: 750 
words; max: 1000 words. 


Poetry: This category has been included to give emerging GLBT poets an oppor- 
tunity to express themselves. This is an open genre category, and everything from 
haiku to epic poetry is welcome. While there are no minimums or maximums for 
submission length, we ask that you keep your entries to a maximum of three poems. 


Community Leader Interview: Is there someone making a difference in your 
GLBT community? Share that person with us and showcase your interview skills by 
submitting either an informal Q&A (judged on quality of questions and demon- 
strated ability to follow a subject’s lead) or a written profile with quotes (judged on 
quality and relevance of quotes selected and the comprehensiveness of paraphrased 
and historical information).

Photography: This can include everything from photojournalism to artistic 
portraiture. Material may be submitted in black & white, colour, or a combination 
of the two, and entries will be judged on merit of composition, subject selection, 
quality of presentation and appropriateness of caption. This category requires a 
minimum of five shots and a maximum of twenty shots, and this still applies if the 
submission is made in a combination of black & white and colour. W 
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ucating the public and specific communities about HIV/AIDS 
in years now. Like all things, public information on a disease like 
fe cycle. Questions that some think of as standard knowledge is new 
infonaen to those who are hearing or reading about it for the first time. 


: have learned anything with HIV it is that we must continually teach, 
inform and educate to ensure that a new generation has the information to 
make decisions and choices that may well impact them for the rest of their lives. 
Once again statistics are showing an increase in the incidence of HIV infections. 
The advent of more effective treatments for HIV has resulted in delaying large 
mbers of people dying from AIDS, and the end stage of HIV disease—in 
which opportunistic infections take a foothold because of a depleted immune 
system—have continued to escape the headlines in Canada. 


In the early 1990s it was common place for a person in the GLBT commu- 
nity to know several people within their circle of friends and social contacts to 
die within any given year. Now, this has been reduced—often to one or two a 
year. With the slowing death rate, the sense of urgency that once permeated 
our world has been diminished—if not entirely lost. Discussion about the 
disease seems to occur less frequently, and the understanding and awareness of 
the serious nature of AIDS appears to be is slipping away. Questions that were 
once part of that common awareness are being asked again as a new genera- 
tion has begun to seek the information many of us had to lear

treatment is no longer implemented immediately in many cases; with new 
testing and monitoring, it can be delayed for a long time. 


The way we get infected with HIV has not changed. We still get caught up 
on discussion about oral sex, yet in reality within the GLBT community—or any 
community in Canada for that matter—over 99% of all infections are from 
engaging in sexual intercourse without condoms and sharing an injection needle 
with a friend or acquaintance. It truly is as simple as that. 


Another thing that has not changed is the confusion between what is HIV 
and what is AIDS. Quite simply, HIV is the virus that eventually breaks down 
the immune system to a point where one develops an opportunistic infection. 
An opportunistic infection does not cause illness in someone with a healthy 
immune system. This is HIV disease or more traditionally AIDS. While there is 

still debate (for some unknown reason) in certain camps, no one develops the 
signs and symptoms of what we call AIDS without HIV being present in their 


people—a very few—who live with HIV for a long time 
AIDS, but the underlaying reasons for this are still unclear.

to remove the HIV from the blood. Also during this 
period a person may experience symptoms similar to a flu—which can manifest 
within days or weeks of infection. How long these symptoms last, or severity 
of them varies from person to person. It is during this phase § that antibodies 
develop and a test can detect them. 


Asymptomatic infection: can last many years and a sponser will remain healthy 
and may not even be aware of being infected. New advances in viral load blood 
testing have given doctors the ability to follow the progression of HIV during 
this stage. Most simply, it allows them to measure the amount of virus in your 
blood and using this indicator, decide the best time to begin treatment. 


A newer test, not yet in common use, allows doctors to test which strain of 
HIV with which a person may have been infected and to determine if that strain 
is already resistant to one of the drugs or families of drugs available for treat- 
ment. Resistance is becoming increasingly common and presents a challenge 
even for those newly infected. 


At some point during this stage, the time for treatment will begin. The goal 
is always to keep the replication of HIV in your blood to a minimum (or 
undetectable) while minimizing potential side effects of any of the drugs. It 
needs to be noted that even if HIV is undetectable in your blood... itis still there 
and a person can still infect another person! 


Symptomatic Infection: While at one time, he was development of HIV 
disease that was readily identifiable, it is no longer the case. A ‘PE rson would 
experience such symptoms as fatigue, night sweats, diarrhea or weight loss. 
Now with treatment advances, with many people—although not -all—appear to 
avoid the symptoms associated with this stage of development. Often it is at 
this stage that we see the introduction of “prophylactic” treatments. These are 
drugs not targeted at HIV, but rather are intended to help the immune system 
fight the onset of opportunistic infections such as pneumonia and other life 
threatening conditions which result when HIV has compromised the immune 
system. 


AIDS or Advanced HIV: This is the stage at which the impact of HIV infection 
is most noticeable and is described as AIDS. Remember, in the early 1980s, we 
knew about a condition called AIDS before we knew what caused it. It wasn’t 
until in the mid-’80s that HIV was identified! So, although called AIDS, it is the 
very end of a long spectrum of HIV disease development. Once AIDS has devel- 
oped, there are some pretty effective treatments that have become available 
which prolong quality and length of life. 


Whether you call it AIDS or advanced HIV disease, hope for those infected 
is the one thing that has always been critical. The statistics today show two 
things: that people are still becoming infected at alarming rates and that fewer 
people are dying as quickly! 

If you are not infected, prevention is within your reach. Learn the facts. One 
thing that you can be sure of, whether tomorrow or the day after, someone will 
ask you a question about the difference between HIV and AIDS. This article is 
intended to provide answers to some of those inevitable questions. 


Please, respect yourself and protect tomorrow. Always use condoms consis- 
tently and correctly and do not share injection drug paraphernalia. There is still 
no cure for HIV.

Felix, played by Sami Bouajila, encounters 
the unexpected when he embarks on a 
road trip that would change his life. HIV- 
positive and unemployed, the young 
Frenchman decides to find the father he has 
never known. Despite opposition from his 
partner Daniel (Pierre-Loup Rajot), and 
armed only with a satchel, a kite and a 
carefree stride, Felix determines to hitch- 
hike from Dieppes to Marseilles on a 
journey of self discovery. 


Unfortunately, the road to Marseilles can 
be paved with danger and Felix pays a high 
price for his North African features. While 
journeying at night through the village of 
Rouen, Felix witnesses a brutal, racially 
motivated assault. Chased down and 
beaten by one of the perpetrators, he runs 
to a local police station but fails to muster 
courage and report the act, fearing for his 
safety. Throughout the movie, audiences 
will observe how guilt weighs heavily on 
Felix’s conscience, particularly after a news 
broadcast reports that the victim is later 
found dead at the scene. 


Fortunately, the duration of the road trip 
connects him with more amiable compan- 
ions whose words of advice shape his 
choices and perceptions. 


Felix encounters a seventeen-year-old 
artist named Jules (Charly Sergue) who 
develops a deep attraction for him, but 
Felix is too kindhearted to take advantage 
of the young man. Jules induces Felix into 
stealing a car and they drive to the next 
town. While dancing at a local nightclub, 
Jules becomes emotional and takes off with 
another man, after Felix continuously 
rejects his advances, leaving Felix alone 
once again. 


Later in the film, while sleeping on a park 
bench in the town of Le Puy, Felix wakes up 
to find an old woman, Matilde (Patachou), 
prodding him with her cane. She sets down 
her shopping bag and insists that he help 
her carry the groceries. Puzzled by her 
actions, Felix soon discovers a lonely 
widow who married for the wrong reasons 
and whose son is often too busy to offer a 
helping hand. Matilde is captivated by his 
boyish charm and Felix stays with her, 
helping her with household tasks until he is 
ready for the next leg of the trip. Through 
this kind woman’s words, he realizes that 
this journey isn’t about finding his father— 
it’s about finding himself. 


Throughout the movie, Felix meets an 
array of quirky characters on the way to 
Marseilles, including another gay man, a 
mother with three children and a 
fisherman. On some level, Felix’s excursion 
is an inner pilgrimage and each encounter a 
new lesson to be learned. It’s been said 
that the road of life is about the journey, 
not the destination. 


If you are looking for a Hollywood, 
action-packed, joy-ride thriller like Go, this 
isn’t the right choice, but if you’re seeking a 
whimsical foreign film with English subtitles, 
Funny Felix is a sure bet.

The Gay and Lesbian Business and Entertainment Expo is an opportunity for the 
GLBT community across North America (and even beyond) to showcase the best and 
brightest they have to offer. At this year’s event, a bold newcomer garnered a consid- 
erable amount of attention: PrideVision TV. From the outset, the network had plans 
to expand into other countries, the United States being a key component in that 
growth plan. Now, PVTV’s ready to focus on business below the 49th parallel—does 
that mean the network is abandoning its homeland in favour of larger and more lucra- 
tive markets? Certainly not. But we'll let the network’s CEO John Levy tell you about 
that himself... 


Outlooks: What sort of effect do you see PrideVision TV USA having on the 
Canadian network? 


Levy: It can only be positive. And the reason | say that is because when you tap 
into the huge market that exists stateside—and hopefully other markets in the 
future—you are opening up the possibility of more amazing programming funnelling 
back to us. In fact, we're projecting that over fifty percent of our existing line-up is 
going to flow into the States anyway. The look and feel is going to be the same; the 
name's going to be the same. A lot of the people involved in programming in Canada 
[will be the same]. A lot of the stuff is going to cross over; we really see it as an exten- 
sion and an ability to grow as one big service. Now, it’s going to be two separate 
“feeds” for sure, because we know there'll be some different advertisers and certain 
[broadcast] rights issues with things we can’t show in the States. In terms of the 
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creative ability, the more you grow, the more capital’s available, the more talent is avail- 
able. It’s going to be an amazing growth experience for PrideVision in general, and 
obviously for Canada as well. 


Outlooks: |s it going to be a digital channel stateside, as well? 


Levy: The same; digital in the States. It really is a very similar market, only much 
larger. In Canada, there are about 2.3 million digital boxes; in the U.S., there are 
between 30 and 35 million boxes currently, growing to about 40 in the next year. In 
terms of the GLBT community, we're looking at about |3 to 14 million gay households, 
so it’s a huge market that’s totally been ignored so far. 


Outlooks: We discussed Canadian content in our previous chat—do such rules 
exist in the 
States as well?

Communications Commission] and they don’t control content in any way, shape or 
form. It’s really wide open here [in the U. S.], so whatever we create, whatever comes 
out of the community, can wind up on the air. 


Outlooks: You said before that this is your [the community’s] network, you tell us, 
you program it—in terms of the American market, are the doors going to be open in 
a similar fashion? 


Levy: In terms of being responsive to the community? Absolutely. The game plan 
really is to roll it out like we did in Canada—a grass-roots effort. It’s going to be about 
diving into the communities wherever they exist, starting with urban areas like Miami, 
New York, Chicago, San Francisco. And in the first couple of years we're 
hoping to build our little 2,500 square foot drop-in 
centre/studio/marketing and sales menu in the heart of these communi-

frorn ties. We're going to show up at all the events and continue to partici- 
pate like that. It’s really going to be the same effort and we're going to 

duplicate what we did here because it worked so beautifully and seems 
to have been accepted. 


Outlooks: Are you concerned at all about the MTV/Showtime launch in terms of 
timing and competition? 

Levy: No. | think we're on a path to get this done. There have been a lot of 
internal discussions here in the last few days about how ready they are and where they 
are at; how committed they are. | probably shouldn’t speak for them—as much as I’d 
like to! | don’t see any roadblocks in our ability to get this thing [PrideVision TV USA] 
launched, either on our own or in partnership with somebody else, over the next 
twelve months. How it takes shape, who the exact group is at the end of the day, 
remains to be seen. We're fully confident and feel competent in our abilities, regard- 
less of what other people do. And yet, we're driving as hard and as fast as we can— 
we'd love to be there first, just like we were in Canada. Is there room for more than 
one? Is competition a good thing? | think it is. We're not afraid of that. It’s a humon- 
gous market and our research shows there is a window of opportunity to get there 
in the timeframe we're talking about. We haven’t seen anything that would suggest the 
contrary. 


Outlooks: When last we spoke, your main phrase was “There’s no blueprint for 
this”. Now that you have created one, do you think that offers an advantage? 


Levy: | do think that’s true. We often don’t give ourselves enough credit for that. 
It is so important and it creates so much inertia. And it is so impressive to the people 
we're showing it to here in the States at a GLBT expo. 


Outlooks: Do you feel proud as a Canadian taking the first step in pioneering a 
GLBT network? 


Levy: It is very exciting. From a group standpoint, being a part of this thing and 
being a catalyst for bringing the entities together to create this thing—to have it be 
Canadian is really an accomplishment. Not for any one of us individually but for all of 
us involved with it. For our government to endorse this thing is great. Right now, 
down here, we're hearing a lot of “Could we do it?” “Should we do it?” We didn’t 
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have any of that stuff; we just did it. Down 
here in the land of the free and the home 
of the brave—where people shoot from 
the hip and ask questions later—that’s not 
what’s happening in this particular industry. 
A lot of people are afraid of their own 
shadow. Interestingly, it’s not just outside 
of the community but inside as well. 
People are very nervous. I’m convinced 
this thing is going to blow wide open very, 
very quickly down here, and we're just 
working really, really hard to be the ones 
to be there when it happens. 


Outlooks: There must be a financial 
gamble for you, then, just like applying for 
the license here was. 


Levy: Yeah [Laughs]. It certainly is an 
investment, a commitment. But you do it 
smartly; you stage these things in concert. 
We're working very hard on distribution, 
we're looking at possibilities of partner- 
ships and talking all the time with inter- 
ested parties who may want to participate 
in this growth. We're moving on the 
programming front—it’s like having four 
games of chess going at once! We re- 
evaluate all the time and just keep driving 
forward. It is risky business, though, there 
is no question about it. | don’t think 
there’s anything comparable to this in 
terms of potential opportunity, so you 
really, really push to try and make this thing 
move forward. 


Outlooks: In terms of cost-effective- 
ness and taking advantage of the existing 
entity, are you going to work on projects 
here in Canada for play in the States? 


Levy: We've talked about that. | think 
that would be a natural extension. Some 
of the stuff we're learning about 
independent production work through 
some of the U.S. people suggests we're 
going to be able to take advantage of 
producing some of this material in Canada. 
The tax advantage and credits and all that 
are not things we're focusing on 100 
percent right now. We know there'll be 
efficiencies there, but at the moment we're 
more worried about what the right 
programming is rather than where it'll be 
produced. We'll focus on that later. Right 
now we're building our team down here, 
and people are flocking to us. It’s just like 
it was in Canada: there is a huge inventory 
of talent out there that just hasn’t had a 
place to [showcase] it—yet. Until 
yesterday [at the media conference/panel 
discussion], they didn’t think anyone would 
be able to bring a GLBT network out, now 
there are literally thousands of people 
saying “There really is a network like this 
that exists? How come we don't have 
one?!” And we're working on it. Now, we 
have no intention of leapfrogging and 
abandoning Canada—that’s the last thing 
we want to do. This is all about making the 
one big service much better. For 
everyone. W

Official Sites 


For the first test, | simply opened two 
windows and typed www.madonna.com in 
the first, and www.britneyspears.com in the 
second. The Madonna address only yields a 
‘no such server’ notice. Yikes! 


(www.britneyspears.com did work) The 
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Material Girl failed to even register her 
own name as a dot-com. Bad break. It takes 
a quick scan of my old Ray of Light CD to 
find her fan club address, and then a bit of 
searching to find out that her official site 

appears to be 


music.com. 


The official site is 
not good. Pop-ups 
rule the day, with 
links opening new 
windows constantly, 


and others just 
coming to life on 
their own. More 


than a little annoying, 
as it creates a hell of 
a clutter on the old 
desktop. Also on the 
negative side was the 
fact that each 
window was slow to 
load and more than 
once simply froze my 
browser. Just to be 
fair, | tackled her record company site at 
www.maverick.com. After an incredibly 
annoying opening animation, though, the 
Madonna link only took me back to the 
previous site. 


The Britney experiment was far more 
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www.madonna- 


rewarding. There were visible and 
functional links to news, info on the new 
album, her tour and so on. Lots of great 
pictures, too—all at the click of a single link. 
Fast-loading and full of features, this 
website will satisfy just about any 
Britneyholic. On the news page, the lead 
story is that Britney’s album debuted at 
number one, bumping down Michael 
Jackson to number three and “putting the 
King of Pop in his place”. Oooo, the girl’s 
bitchy, too! Judgment: Madonna’s sleazy, 
Britney's easy. Point to Britney. 


Fan Club Sites 


A quick click at Britney's official site and 
| was reading how to quickly join and take 
advantage of her fan club. For the record, 
joining is free, and you get a fan pack “that 
includes a full color 8 x 10 photograph of 
Britney suitable for framing, a Britney fact 
sheet, a Britney fan club member sticker, a 
pen pal registration form and e-list registra- 
tion form, a folder with a Britney logo, 
quarterly newsletters featuring Britney 
letters, fan artwork, poetry and photos, 
special offers including exclusive Britney 
merchandise, and a Sound Check Party Pass 
request form to see Britney in person 
before a show!! (Party Pass winners are 
drawn by lottery for each city on her 
tour).” They also promise to pass on your 
letters “and gifts” directly to Britney's family 
home. Nice to see she’s found jobs for her 
parents. 


Madonna’s fan club site is supposed to be 
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accessed through one of those annoying 
pop-ups from the main site. Instead, the 
fan-club link off the main page first gave me 
a pop-up that wouldn’t load, and from an 
inside page led me to a pop-up that asked 
for my email address and age so it could put 
me on a mailing list. Um, no! So, 1 did a 
search and found the actual fan club site at 
www.madonnafanclub.com. The news 
page hadn’t been updated for almost a 
month. The member services section told 
me to go away unless I'd already joined the 
club. The fanzine section simply tells me 
how great the magazine is, but doesn’t 
actually show me anything. The memora- 
bilia section tries to sell me a few bargain- 
basement old promotional items. 
Convenient when your friend the Madonna 
fan is having a birthday, but nothing to brag 
about. Judgment: Britney puts out, 
Madonna goes frigid. Point to Britney. 


Unofficial Fan Sites 


Searching on Excite with the entry 
“Madonna” brought up about 28,000 links. 
The same search using “Britney” yields 
almost 60,000. Looks like Britney’s getting 
bigger while Madonna's starting to sag with 
age. The first four of Madonna’s top ten 
sites were official. The next four were fan 
sites, and the final two were for sites that 
had the word “madonna” in them, but 
weren't connected to the singer. The fan 
sites were better than any of Madonna's 
official or fan club sites, containing plenty of 
pictures documenting her career, chat 
rooms, mailing lists and more. Of course, 
you have to sign up for some of them, but 
if its Madonna you want, avoid the official 
sites and trust your search engine to find 
the more interesting stuff. | especially want 
to point out www.madonnaweb.com as 
a site with a great history and current-stuff 
focus. Sign up and get your Madonna fix 
here. 


Of Britney's top-ten sites, the first was 
the official site, the next eight were fan sites 
of varying quality and the last was a porn- 
site link. By contrast, the lady known for 
her Erotica fantasies didn’t have a porn-site 
link until number fifty-six. | don’t know if 
that’s good or bad, but for a fan, I’m thinking 
more news and pics, and less Photoshop- 
enhanced porn sites. Judgment: Madonna's 
search yields gold, Britney’s links are quick 
to mould. Point to Madonna. 


In the end, what does all this say about 
our two fabulous ladies? Not much about 
the quality of their music, but something 
about the state of their careers. Madonna 
hasn’t been her usual media-savvy self 
lately, and it’s showing. Britney, on the 
other hand, seems to have a pack of very 
smart and skilled promoters helping her 
out. 


Overall judgment: Madonna’s got the 
talent and the track record, but Britney's 
picking up the pace and showing she’s got 
the Internet goods. W

Supporting Salvation?

Attacking the Salvation Army is a bit like attacking Motherhood or saying Santa 
Claus is really an old pedophile. It just isn’t done. However, despite its many good 
works over more than a century, it is time to put the venerable Salvation Army under 
a more critical microscope. 


Doubtless, the Salvation Army contains as many misfits as the rest of society, but 
over the years it has saved thousands of souls, fed and clothed the poor and the 
hungry and done much else besides. 


But the Salvation Army is selective in which parts of the Bible it believes. It bases 
many beliefs on Old Testament edicts and cloaks its prejudice as the revealed Word 
of God, which the Old Testament is not. Indeed, | consider myself a Christian in that 
| actually believe Christ was real, performed miracles, was and is part of the Godhead, 
with an unbroken link to the Creator of Everything. 


The Old Testament has caused more trouble, hatred, prejudice and stupidity than 
it's worth. If Christ was the Son of God, then we can safely burn the Old Testament 
and consign it to the dustbin of history as a bunch of outdated, bizarre, codified 
Jewish laws and a lot of boring history. The Bible should consist simply of the actual 
words spoken by Christ and revealed in the four Gospels. 


The Old Testament is filled with rubbish, long since ditched by civilized societies. 
It condones the keeping of slaves. It absolutely forbids adultery and makes it the only 
ground for divorce. And it inflicts a penalty of death for adultery. It is a document 
of the very dark ages, just like parts of the Koran which claim God’s will is that a thief 
should have his hands cut off. Backward, barbaric, bad and definitely not the word of 
any God | happen to believe in. 


The Salvation Army chooses which bits of the Old Testament to believe. It won’t 
argue in favour of slavery, though some Christians used to. It also marries divorced 
persons, though the Old Testament says it shouldn’t. On matters of homosexuality, 
of course, it strictly follows the abomination claptrap enunciated in the Old 
Testament. 


Recently its view—like the Vatican’s—that all homosexuality is sinful and evil if 
practiced seemed to be imploding under the weight of reality, including money. In 
November, Salvation Army officials in charge of its western U.S. territory of thirteen 
states announced they would finally extend same-sex benefits to the partners of 
homosexual employees. Its main reason was that the City of San Francisco refuses 
to do business with employers who practice discrimination. At the time Colonel 
Phillip Needham, chief secretary of the Salvation Army’s Western Territory said: “This 
decision reflects our concern for the health of our employees and those closest to 
them and is made on the basis of strong ethical and moral reasoning that reflects 
dramatic changes in family structure in recent years.” 


The ink on that announcement was barely dry when the religious right swung into 
action, threatening to stop donating money to the Salvation Army. Baptists and bigots 
of all stripes piled on the pressure and the first decision to extend same-sex benefits 
was quickly reversed. A decision “made on the basis of strong ethical and moral 
reasoning that reflects dramatic changes in family structure” suddenly appeared to 
have been made based on weak moral and ethical grounds. Or was that money 
talking? 

A letter to the Army from religious groups demanding the same-sex benefits deal 
be withdrawn said this: ‘It is right for Christians to minister to people trapped in 
homosexuality or any other sins. It is quite another thing for the Church to ignore 
the moral standard for behaviour set by God and to award tangible, marital-style 
benefits to a sinful relationship. If the Salvation Army wants to broaden benefits, it 
can do so without facilititating homosexual behaviour. 


The Army’s focus is on morality and family, but noticeably ignores the fact that 
many heterosexual families are highly dysfunctional, with infidelities galore. Those 
lined up to smash the same-sex benefits package included Concerned Women for 
America, Focus On Family. and the American Family Association. They even ran 
promotionals on radio denouncing the move. 


The plan worked and five national Army commissioners announced within days that 
no same-sex benefits would be granted to any employee. You may also recall that last 
summer Army officials tried to persuade President Bush that his faith-based social 


policy initiatives should be free of any state or local laws which demand that churches 
receiving public monies not practice discrimination based on sexual orientation. 


The Salvation Army in the U.S. receives over $300 million in public funding for its 
programs. In 1997, it turned down $3.5 million in funds in San Francisco rather than 
change its discriminatory policies. The more recent decision to refuse same-sex 
benefits means an immediate loss of a $10 million government contract in Los 
Angeles and the loss of another $18 million over the next few years, according to 
national Army spokesman George Hood. 


In this country, the same policies on homosexuality apply, though local officials say 
they don’t hate the “sinner” just “the sin”. It’s OK to be gay as long as you don’t 
express your love physically. Quoting Genesis widely, the Army’s position statement 
on homosexuality notes, “Same-sex relationships which are genitally expressed are 
unacceptable according to the teaching of Scripture. Attempts to establish or 
promote such relationships as viable alternatives to a heterosexually-based family life 
do not conform to God’s will for society.” 


And later the statement continues, “Salvationists seek to understand and sensitively 
to accept and help those of a homosexual disposition and those who express that 
disposition in sexual acts. Salvationists are opposed to the victimization of persons 
on the grounds of sexual orientation and recognize the social and emotional stress 
and the loneliness borne by many who are homosexual.” 


This is called talking out of both sides of your mouth. Kick the victim then say you 
feel very sorry for him. 


Until it changes its homophobic thinking, | suggest the GLBT community donate to 
causes other than the Salvation Army. By the Army definition, homosexuals are sinful, 
acting against God’s will and very unlikely to be saved. 


John Fisher, executive director of EGALE, tells me he thinks the Salvation Army’s 
position is explicitly discriminatory even though it does much good work. “Until the 
Salvation Army changes its outdated and offensive position,” he says. “I will direct my 
financial support to other charities that are more committed to the Canadian values 
of equality and respect.” Why fund a group that disrespects us? W

Out in the Castro 
Edited by Winston Leyland 
Leyland Publications 


Most often, in looking to define the roots 
of civilization, we turn to the examples of 
ancient cultural hotbeds such as Egypt, or 
classical Greece and Rome. When it comes 
to the development of gay “civilization”, 
however, there is only one place to look: 
The Castro. Part ghetto, part gateway, this 
somewhat loosely defined neighbourhood 
has served as an Oz to millions of Dorothys 
(both residential and visiting) for several 
decades now, eclipsing even Manhattan as 
the most stereotypical gay mecca. True, in 
America, the awareness of gay identity and 
the struggle for equal rights kicked off (its 
heels?) with the Stonewall riots of 1969, but 
the ability for gay culture to find definition 
and flourish was definitely Castro-driven. 
This small village in San Francisco was the 
place where the concept of community—in 
every sense of the word—was essentially 
born nurtured, then sent out 
missionary-style to points north, east, west 
and south. 


and 


Out inThe Castro is a book that chronicles 
and celebrates the very best and worst of 
this (in)famous district’s history, from the 
early days as a post-World War II haven for 
“deviants” to its current status as an oft- 
criticised hub of “gay gentrification”. Editor 


Winston Leyland has gone to great lengths 
to create a textual tapestry of voices and 
perspectives from those who know The 
Castro best: its citizens. Out in The Castro 
offers the reader a wonderful glimpse of 
what was and what was meant to be, 
through essays, interviews, reprinted 
articles, illustrations and photographs. (It 
even contains a walking tour map, should 
you ever have occasion to visit and re-trace 
the footsteps of our “fore-faeries”’.) 


One of the most galvanizing events in the 
history of The Castro (and, one could 
argue, gay culture itself) was the 1978 
double assassination of San Francisco City 
Supervisor Harvey Milk and then-Mayor 
George Moscone. Gunned down by ex- 
cop Dan White, Milk’s death brought the 
GLBT community together and he became 
a martyr-like figure in the arena of gay 
rights. Rather than dwell on the tragic 
event of November 28, 1978, (made even 
more so by the slap on the wrist White 
received for his crimes) editor Leyland has 
chosen to acknowledge the crime in a very 
simple and effective manner. In “Everybody 
Needed Milk”, Milk’s aide Anne Kronenburg 
shares her thoughts on the “very real 
touchable” man, while Frank M. Robinson 
documents the period leading up to the 
murders with almost textbook detachment 
in “Castro Street, That Great Street”. Both 
are powerful and poignant in their own 
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way, and paint a clear if unsettling picture of 
the social and political climates of the time. 


Another very moving portion of the 
book covers the impact of AIDS on The 
Castro in the early days of the disease. 
Chilling accounts of the new “gay cancer” 
(circa 1981, and originally called GRID— 
Gay Related Immune Deficiency) bring the

community’s horror to the forefront and 
give the reader—particularly those not old 
enough to recall the period—a sense of the 
panic that existed in those early days. Steve 
Peskind’s “AIDS and The Castro” covers

the scale of human nature, from the intol- 
erance and fear that abounded to the 
compassion and camaraderie of the first 
support groups and hospice organisations. 
It would be an understatement to say that 
this particular passage reads like an excerpt 
from some impossible horror novel, even 
after a period of some twenty-one years. 


These two examples may lead you to 
think that Out in The Castro is a heavy read. 
It isn’t. For each struggle there is a celebra- 
tion to balance it, captured in the photos of 
Greg Day, Rink Foto and Rick Gerharter 
(to name a few) and the illustrations of 
Gerard Donelan. In this way, the book truly 
captures the essence of what it means to 
be gay: even when beleaguered or besieged, 
as a community of individuals we have still 
been able to find the strength and spirit 
needed to move us forward. Be sure to 
seek out a copy of this book and experi- 
ence it for yourself; it is an inspiration you'll 
return to again and again. 


One footnote: not only is this book an 
intellectual and emotional delight, but a 
physical one as well. Leyland Publications 
has done the reader a great service by 
printing Out in The Castro on the most 
exquisitely creamy paper, so that each turn 
of the page feels like caress. Reading as a 
tactile experience? Love it; let’s have more.
